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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 


l.\ A trailer hitch cover assembly for a hitch 
receiver comprising: 

a mai\ body operatively connected to a hitch tube 
and adapted to alJ\>w insertion of a hitch into the hitch tube; 

an insulating member disposed within between said 
main body and the hitoh tube; and 

a cover plate\ hingedly connected to said main body 
10 and being movable between a closed position and an open 
position. 


2. A trailer hitcfk cover assembly as set forth in 
claim 1 wherein said main body includes at least one 
15 deflectable tab to retain said mainYbody on the hitch tube. 
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3. A trailer hitch cover assembly as set forth in 
claim 1 wherein said main body further comprises at least one 
aperture extending therethrough adapted to allow passage of a 
lock pin. 


4 . A trailer hitch cover assembly as set forth in 
claim 1 wherein said main body further comprises a front face 
having an opening adapted to aJSLow passage of the hitch into 


% 
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an open end of the hitch tube, 



5. A trailer hitch cover assembly as set forth in 
claim 1 wherein said main body further comprises at least one 
5 firs\ hinge knuckle. 
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6. A trailer hitch cover assembly as set forth in 
claim 5 wtVerein said cover plate further comprises at least 
one second h\nge knuckle. 

7. A\:railer hitch cover assembly as set forth in 
claim 6 including a\ hinge pin extending through said first 
hinge knuckle and saiay second hinge knuckle to allow said 
cover plate to rotate abou\ said hinge pin between said closed 
position and said open posiMon. 
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8 . A trailer hitch hover assembly as set forth in 
claim 1 wherein said main body\ includes a plurality of 
apertures extending therethrough. 


9. N^A^trailer hitch cover assembly as set forth in 
aim 8 wherein sai'd insulating member includes a plurality of 


pins extending outwardly^nd through said apertures in said 
main body to connect said insulating member to said main body. 
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10. A trailer hitch cover assembly as set forth in 
claim 1 therein said insulating member further comprises a 
front face having an opening adapted to allow passage of the 
hitch into the\open end of the hitch tube. 


11. A trailer hitch cover assembly as set forth in 
claim 1 wherein saidK cover plate has a rear face and a 
plurality of raised elements on said rear face. 
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12\A trailer hitch cover assembly for a motor 
vehicle comprising: 

a main booy for connection to a hitch tube and 
having a front face witn\an opening adapted to allow passage 
15 of a hitch into an open end\}f the hitch tube; 

an insulating member osLsposed within and operatively 
connected to said main body; and 

a movable cover plate hing^dly connected to said 
main body to be moved between a first position and a second 
20 position. 


13. A trailer hitch cover assembly as\set forth in 
claim 12 wherein said main body includes opposed \ide walls

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extending from said front face with at least one deflectable 
tab\q retain said main body on the hitch tube. 



14. ANt^railer hitch cover assembly as set forth in 
claim 13 wherein each said sidewalls include at least one 
aperture extending therethrcX^cjh adapted to allow passage of a 
lock pin. 


15. A trailer "hitch cover assembly as set forth in 
claim 12 whXrein said main body further comprises at least one 
first hinge krmckle. 

16. A trailer hitch cover assembly as set forth in 
claim 15 wherein saictv cover plate further comprises at least 
one second hinge knuckle 

17. A trailer hit x sh cover assembly as set forth in 
claim 16 including a hinge pi\ extending through said first 
hinge knuckle and said^^second ninge knuckle to allow said 
cover plate to rotate about said hii^ge pin between said first 
position and said second position. 


18. A trailer hitch cover assembly as set forth in 
claim 13 wherein \>aid main body includes a plurality of 
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apertures extending through said sidewalls.

19. Axtrailer hitch cover assembly as set forth in 
claim 18 wherein saa>d insulating member includes a plurality 

5 of pins extending outwardly and through said apertures to 
connect said insulating member to said main body. 

20. A trailer hiYch cover assembly for a motor 
vehicle comprising: \ 

10 a hitch tube having^ a first opening adapted to 

receive a hitch; \ 

a main body connected Vo said hitch tube and having 
a front face with a second opening to allow passage of the 
hitch into said first opening and An said hitch tube; 

15 an insulating member disposed within and operatively 

connected to said main body; and \ 

a movable cover plate hingedly connected to said 
main body to be moved between a first Aosition to close said 
first opening and a second position \to open said first 

2 0 opening.
